ACES  (A  Challenge  for  Exceptional  Students)  II  class  enjoyed  a  fruitful  year 
with  learning  opportunities  ranging  from  mock  trials,  designing  future  cities,  to 
building  their  own  robot.  Their  three  main  projects  were  NEED  Energy,  Mock 
Trial,  and  FTC  Robotics.
